All Pot-O-Gold jackpot winners between March 17, 
1983 and March 17, 1984, will be eligible for the 2nd 
Annual $1 Million Tournament scheduled for the Reno 
Hilton on April 24, 1984. 

When it became apparent Mrs. Pomplun had 
defeated Jessie Bolsten of Montclair, California by 
a total of 17 coins in the final phase of the competition, 
master of ceremonies Norm Crosby announced 
“Now that’s really, really a million dollar baby!”

Mrs. Pomplun received her winnings in the form 
| of cash — 10,000-$100 bills from Mr. Barron Hilton, 
Chairman, President and Chief Executive Officer 
of Hilton Hotels Corporation. The cash was later 
wired to her bank, earning her approximately $300 
daily in interest.

The contestants started with an elimination round 
in which each player was given $300 and 20 minutes 
to play. They competed in groups of nine, nine, nine 
and eight, sitting on the Reno Hilton’s Opera House 
Theater with their backs to the audience. 

The field narrowed first to eight, then to four, 
before the two finalists were determined.
